NO POSTPONEMENT IN THE 
VICTORY LOAN 


Toronto, Oct. 21.——At a meeting of 
th, Dominion Victory Loan executive 
this afternoon i, Was unanimously 
decided that despite the prevalence 
of influenza, there should be no post- 
ponement of the campaign. Th view 
of reports from a few provinees that 
the epidemic was ‘so seriously inter- 
fering with organization work the 
question of postponement hag had the 
consideration of members of the 
executive during the past week. To- 
day’s meeting wag called specially 
definitely to decide the issue. 

The main factor against postpone- 
ment Wag immediate need for money 
to be raised; the uncertainty ag to 
how long it Will take for the epidemic 
to die out in the varioug provinces, 
no two of which ar, affected alike at 
the same time; the bad weather later 
in the year preventing thorough work 
by canvassers the additional expense 
involved and the losg of that moment- 
um in the interest of the loan which 
ig already apparently manifest. 

Th, chairman, E. R. Wood, reported 
tha; he had telegraphed every prov- 
ince asking for a survey of the situa 
tion frdm a financial standpoint with 
an expression of opinion from the 
health officerg ag to when conditions 


localities where th,, epidemic has been 
the worst, the last few days hag pro- 
duced a noticeable improvement. 
Reports received by telegraph from 
nearly every province were whani 
mously in favoy of going on with the 
drive ag scheduled. Encouragement

That was in the last days of the 
ninth century, But then, six and a 
half centuries after, to the very 
ground which Othere had_ trodden, 
came the Englishman, Richard Chan- 
cellor, one of the pioneers of the 
Muscovite company, and the practi- 
cal founder of the city. Here, thirty 
years later, on the lower reaches of 
the Dvina, an English factory was 
founded and a fort built, with the re- 
sult ‘that almost immediately after- 
wards the Tzar Boris declared Arch- 
angel a free port. In those days it 
was the principal, indeed the only 
port of Muscovie, But when the 
Tzar Peter founded St, Petersburg, 
his insane jealousy for the city he had 
named after himself, caused him to 
place ridiculous restrictions round 
the port of Archangel, so that it 
rapidly became, what climate and 
time would no doubt eventually have 
made it, a sort of back door into 
Russia.

Mustard Gas Made By Americans Is 
a Fluid 


Mustard gas that i$ so much talk- 
ed of is not a gas but a fluid. One 
authority estimates that the Huns 
used 7,000 tons of this gas in an of- 
fensive lasting less than three days. 
Some time ago it was stated by offi- 
cials that the American brand of 
mustard gas would be one-fourth 
more toxic than the kind used by 
Germany. This may or may not be 
true but one German order Tesued in 
July to the Huns facing the Ameri- 
cans northwest of Chateau-Thlierry, 
States that one attack by the Yan- 
kees produced 500 casualties, The 
order continues; “Symptoms of sick- 
ness make us suppose that the ene- 
my is using a new gas that resem- 
bles our Yellow Cross, This gas ap- 
pears to have more harmful effects 
than any gas contained in’ shells up 
to the present time, Gas poisoning 
still occurred among those who took 
off their masks after wearing them 
for 12 hours. We evidently have to 
deal with a new gas.—Saturday

Potash Deposits 
In Saskatchewan 


Top Crust Is About Four Feet in/d 


Thickness 


A geyser 30 feet high spurts in the 
centre of the lake south of Prelate, 
Saskatchewan, in which a big deposit 
of potash was recently found. The 
acene of the deposit is a large old 
lake bed among the hills 32 miles 
due south of Prelate. There is a cry- 
stal formation to a depth of at least 
42 feet, this being the extent to which 
tests have so far been made, and cov- 
ers an area of nearly 1,000 acres. It 
is as solid as ice, and requires an axe 
to cut through the top crust, which is 
about four fect in thickness, Below 
that the substance is softer.and can 
be dug with a spade. 

The lake bears the appearance of 
a soft old slough and _ waders are 
needed to reach the solid formation 
in the centre. There are several 
smaller deposits of the same mineral 
near the larger one and claims are 
being registered every day. 

For some years past the scttlers in 
the vicinity have been hauling crys- 
tals home for stock, and they say 
that in the winter a geyser spurts out 
of the centre of the lake to a height 
of some 30 feet, and it is so warm 
that the steam forms a continual fog 
over the surface of the lake. The 
visitor put an axe down one of the 
spring hole and in the space of a 
minute the axe became very warm, 
indicating the existence of a hot 
spring beneath the surface. 

Inspector Tait, of the provinclal 
police force, speaking of the recent 
discovery of potash in the Maple 
Creek district, stated that people 
there had practically tented on the

“The war has brought the first 
great demand for black walnut that 
here has been for twenty-five yeara, 
Each airplane must have not one or 
two, but four or five, propellers, the 
extra ones to be on hand in case of 
breakage; and this country is settin 
thousands, It takes one hundre 
board feet of walnut to make a sin- 
gle propeller, Add to this the sup- 
ply needed for gun stocks by mil- 
lions and millions, and it s casy to 
see why the government's construc- 
tion program calls for sixty million 
feet of black walnut lumber each 
year.”—Robert F. Wilson in St.

The United States has 157 ship- 
yards, of which 51 were in operation 
previous to April, 1917, and M6 of

Right and Might 


Huns Have Not Courage of France 
or Belgium 


It will not be out of the way to 
again call attention to the difference 
between the attitude of the Germans 
of Berlin over the menace of defeat 
and the attitude of the French when 
the Germans were within 45 miles of 
Paris, or, for that matter, when they 
were within 20 miles of Paris in 1914, 
even before the people were scason- 
ed to war and its horrors. 

It has become necessary for Ger- 
many to declare at least partial 
military law in Berlin to prevent a 
panic, with the army, although re- 
treating, still in Belgium and France, 

When Paris was _ threatened; 
when the long range guns of Ger- 
many were bombing the city, killin 
women and children; when the drea 
airplanes were bombarding the place 
at night, and the doom of the city 
loomed big, there was no panic, 
Paris stood the strain of it without 
showing the white feather. It requir- 
ed no soldiers to control the people. 
Their courage kept them calm in the 
face of the gravest danger. They 
trusted only in the cause for which 
their army fought. 

Germany has no cause in which to 
trust. The German people know no 
other power save the power of their 
Jarmies. They trust only in force, in 
‘the might which makes their cause 


{right. When the army meets with 
defeat their hope is gone, They 
gloried in the punishment which their 
armies brutally administered to 
ihelpless Belgium, the havoc it 
|wrought in France. But when the 
jarmy suffers defeat the Germans 


think only of the measure with which 
it meted punishment being measur- 
ed to themselves, and the people 
have not the courage of the people of 
Belgium and France. 

The German people have been 
taught to believe, of course, that the 
allies seck their destruction. They 
have been taught this doctrine, how- 
ever, not to give them moral cour- 
age, but to justify’ the destruction 
which their own armies had wrought, 
But even with this belief established 
jin their minds, their imagination can- 
not picture even such cruclty as 
France and Belgium actually realiz- 
ed—and yet there was no cowardice 
in France and Belgium. 

The difference in the attitude of 
the people of Germany and that of 
the people of France and Belgium in 
the face of danger is the difference 
between civilization and the boasted 
German kultur. It is the difference 
between right and might. 


In the Darning Basket

Under the Bolshevist order social- 
izing the telephone 7 of Mos- 
cow, the number of instruments has 
been reduced to 15,000 for “technical 
reasons,” according to the Frankfur- 
ter Zeitung of July 25, In putti 
this order into effect the Bolshevis 
officials cut the number of their own 
telephone only 25 per cent. while 
factories and similar establishments 
must be content with half as many 
instruments as before. In_ theory 
every house is to have a telephone, 
which is to be located on the stair- 
way, where it is to be accessible to 
everyone in the house and may be 
used free, If the neighbors have no 
phone'in thelr house, they are en- 
titled to make use of the one neare 
est to thelr abode.

Finatee Minister at Calgary Be- 

. fore Editors and Loan 
Workers 

Sit ‘Thomas White, financial min- 
Yster of Canada, was th, chief speak- 
‘ey ina day of inspiration for the 
Victory Loan workers of southern 
“Alberta who were assembled in con- 
wention at Calgary on Friday, Octo- 
‘ber 18 The meeting, which was pre- 
‘sided Over by Mr. Wm. Toole, chair- 
man of the Southern Alberta execu- 
‘tive, was composed of newspaper 
«edftors and workers in the Victory 
Yoan campaign from all points in 
;gouthern Alberta. 

At 12:30 the visitors ‘were enter- 
tained to luncheon and a musical pro- 
Sugmme in..th, Palliser Hotel, and 
at'2 o'clock Mr. Toole called the 
business meeting to order, when it 
was most interestingly addressed by 
Mr. J. C. Woods editoy of the Calgary 
Herald until the arrival of Sir 
Thomas White at 2:30. . 

Sir Thomas Speaks 

In opening his address the minister, 
in view of the fact thay he wag ad- 
dressing so many members of the 
fourth estate present, referred to his 
early dayg spent on the press in 
Toronto. “It is a special pleasure, 
therefore, for me to meet the gentle- 
men of the presg here,” he said, “and 
I desire on this occasion to make 
a public acknowledgment to them for 
th, splendid support and assistance 
1 have received ever since I became 
finance minister. I would by lacking 
‘in courtesy and gratitude if I did not 
‘express my thanks especially to J. H. 
Woods of the Calgary Herald, who 
Nast year wag president of the Cana- 
ian Press Association, and who did 
ispkendid and magnificent work as 
‘tcNairman of the press publicity com- 
anittee of the Victory Loan, 

“It would be impossible for a min- 
ister of financ, to carry on the fin- 
anceg of the Dominion of Canada in 
time of war as this,” said Sir Thomas, 
“unless he had the loyal and practi- 
cally undivided support of the entire 
cegmmunity and unless he were able 
ci on the broad shoulders of 
organizers th, greater part of the 
work and responsibility connected 
with a Victory Loan,” and he added: 
“If it is any satisfaction to those who 
are engaged in this work to realize 
that what you are doing greatly 
assists me in making it possible to 
carry on what would otherwise be 
impossibl, for the sheuldres of one 
to bear, you can take that satisfaction 
in full measure.” 

Relates Difftovities 

Sir Thomas reviewed at some 
jength the difficulties that had arisen 
in connection with the finances of 
th, country. It was, he said, in July 
last yoar that, owing to the entry of 
the United States into the war and 
the closing of the New York market 
that Great Britain found herself un- 
able to continue her purchases in 
Canada of Canadian products by rea- 
son of lack of funds, and he referred 
to the urgent messages he had _ re- 
ceived from Premier Lioyd George 
and Bonar Law—most urgent mes- 
sages—-asking that credit should be 
furnished for purchasing products 
required by Great Britain in Canada, 
Canada had been asked to furnish las; 
year $192,000,000. 

“That,” said the minister, “neces- 
sitated an entire rearrangement of 
our plan of finances,” and h, spoke 
of the co-operative effort that had 
been made in connection with the 
Victory Loan of 1917, paying a great 
trite to the 11.000 or 12,000 men, 
remarking that their success had 
been unprecedented in securing $417,- 
000,000 from 800,000 subscribers. 

“Up to 1914 the Dominion of Can- 
ada” he said, “had never floated a 
loan within itg Own borders of $5,000- 
000, yet after four years of war, by 
organized effort, the fing spirit and 
patriotism of the people of Canada 
raised the enormous sum of $400,000,- 
000 for th, purpose I have mentioned. 
1 think that was probably the greatest 
effort in the light of relative popula- 


tion, thay any of the Allied countries 
‘ave made since the commencement 
f th, war.” 

Would Exceed Efforts 


Continuing, Sir Thomas said that 
uthough their efforts last year had 
‘een unprecedented this year they 


were going to exceed them. They 
wore looking forward with confidence 
fo a total f $500,000,000 from 1,000,000 
subscribers, “and I am sure w, will 
get it,” he said amid applause, “for 
this year we have the advantag,, of 
starting earlier and our organization 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific 1s 
very much better—-not personally — 
buy in the sense that there hag been 
more tim, to get efficient working 
order, and of course, we will profit 
by the experience gained last year.” 
A tribute was paid by Sir Thomas to 
the extraordinary keenness and en- 
thusiasm of the organizers engaged 
in the work this year. 

The minister's reference ‘to the 
wonderful effort of “our august 
mother overseas’: and hey achieve- 
ments, wag frequently punctuated 
with resounding applause, and he 
went on to relate how Lloyd Georg, 
had stated that the Canadian forces 
had saved Calais in 1915. He had 
been specially struck in connection 
with. this when last year he crossed 
from Folkstone to Boulogne. “If Ger- 
many had got Calais in 1915” ‘he said, 
“the whole cours, of the way might 
have been changed. Theoretically 
they did, buy th, Canadians are not 
theoretical soldiers,” he added, amid 
applause, “and although their left 
wing was “up in th, air” they went 
into battle and saved the day. On the 
testimony of professional — soldiers,” 
he said, “the Canadian corps at the 
front is probably the most formidable 
of any unit taking part in this war.” 

Eternal Credit 

“It is to the eternal credit of Can- 
ada that the Canadian forces have 
taken the part they have in this war,” 
continued the minister, “We can 
hold ouy head up high by reason of 
what they have done and what they 
have suffered. From the beginning 
they have fought victoriously. They 
were the firs; to enter Cambrai, and 
according to press reports, they were 
the first to break the Hindenburg 
line—so badly broken now that old 
Hindenburg is no;z able to recognize it 
as his own (laughter)—and so_ right 
down to the full retreat of th, enemy. 

Sir Thomas here read a message 
he had received from Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie in connection with the Victory 
Loan which aroused muchk-enthus 
iasm. This expressed th, faith of the 
men at the front inthe people a; 
home and in th, success of the forth 
coming loan. The minister also read 
his reply to Gen. Currie, in which he 
said the inspiring message would ap 
peal to the people of this country, and 
expressing his hearty congratulations 
at the success of the Canadians under 
hig leadership, ending May God bless 
and keep you all.” 

Continuing Sir Thomas referred to 
the tremendous undertaking in carry- 
ng on the war in Europe. Of the 
500,000 men ag Canada's quota, 400,- 
000 had gone overseas, and that had 
been from a country as large ag _ the 
United States, but with a population 
of eight millions, anda _ people of 
mixed nationality. That wag a_ tre 
mendouy effort for Canada to put for 
ward. They must noy overlook the 
fact that these soldiers not 
fighting on their country’s frontier, 
buy thousands of miles from home. 
Thus Canada's effort wag not con- 
fined to raising an army of 500,000, 
but to equipping it and sending it 
thousands of miles away. “Up to 
date Canada hag spent $1,000,000,000 
on the war,” he said, “and the present 
expenditure is over $1,000,000 a day. 

Benef'ts of 1917 Loan 

Sir Thomas here turned to the 
prosperity of Canada. “In view of 
the sacrifices made by those who have 
gone forth, one does not lik, to speak 
of material prosperity.” he said, but 
I do not make any apology in doing so 
for it is manifest to all that the bet- 
ter condition we are in financially 
the more capable we will b, of carry- 
ing out the war. And much of the 
prosperity has been directly caused 
by the Victory Loan of 1917; indeed,” 
said the minister, “I have no hesita- 
tion in sayin that had it not have been 
for the Victory Loan and its success, 
conditiong in Canada today would be 
very different from what they are. 
If we had been unable to raise the 
money we did ther, would have been 
very considerable depression in all 
parts of Canada, whether agricultural 
or otherwise.” 

In reviewing how the country had 
benefited by th, lo#n, the minister 
referred to the shipbuilding of Brit- 
ish Columbia at th, present time 
Every dollar paid by the 
Munitions Board for ships has 
furnished by the Dominion govern 
ment. Every ship built by the Mu 
nitions Board had come from the last 
Victory Loan. There was an aero- 
plane construction, and British Colu- 
mbia had the finest spruce for that 
purpose in the world. Nine to ten 
million dollars had been expended in 
that direction. In the prairie prov 
inces ther, was the wheat crop, and 
arrangements had been made wher® 
by the exportable surplus was pur

commissioners. The same also ap- 
plied to th, cheese of Ontario and to 
the commodities of many basic in- 
dustries. So that all over the country 
was to be found the beneficent effect 
of the last Victory Loan, he said.

three prairie provinces had not come 
up to their high expectations, after 
th, effort thay had been made in in- 
creased production, he felt assured 
that they would not only reach their 
quota, but would exceed their fine 
contribution of las_ yéar. 
Time is Opportu"e 

The minister of,finance then turn- 
ed his attention to th, situation in 
Europe. The situation in regard to 
the loan was excellent, and this could 
not b, more favorable than at the 
presen, time. “It is difficult for us to 
visualize by any stretch of our imag- 
ination,” said the speaker; “we can- 
not realize the momentous character 
of the situation last spring and the 
wonderful change that hag been 
brought about in the last-few months. 
Ther, was a time in March and April 
of this yeay when the destiny of the 
empire and of the world hung in th,’ 
balance. Russia had collapsed, and 
the Germans were abl, to withdraw 
their legions to the west. Their plan 
wag on, of the utmost daring in the 
whole history of the war, Theiy  in- 
tention was to drive the British into 
the channel and roll up the French to- 
wards Paris. They knew the Am 
ericans were arriving in larg, ‘num- 
berg and they had to stake everything 
upon the die. And they nearly suc: 
ceeded. Why they did noy succeed, 
or rather renew their attack, we do 
not know. Then came the great pres 
sure under General Foch. Sincé then 
the whole Allied line hag gradually 
gone forward and tye German army 
is now in full retreat. All that trans 
formation has been brought about in 
a few months, ;he enemy being driven 
out of France and Belgium into its 
own lair. 


“See Foch” 

“Then the German peace overtures 
started,” said the speaker. “Germany 
said they would be glad to evacuate 
Belgium and France. Of cours, they 
would be glad to evacuate,” said Sir 
Thomas. “The soldiers now know 
how. Wilson has said “no dealing 
with the Hohenzollerns: if you want 
an armistice see Foch,’ I do not be 
lieve a durable peac, can be establish 
ed until Prussian militarism ig dis 
credited in the eyes of German peo- 
ple and until the Hohenzollern dy- 
natsy ig overthrown,” ‘said Sir 
Thomas, a remark which wag ap 
plauded to the echo. “No responsible 
man would prolong this war for one 
day or moment longer than wag ab 
solutely necessary,” he said, “but hav 
ing régard to all the blood and treas 
ure and heartbreakings of this terrible 
struggle—the most terrible mankind 
hag every known--it will not do to 
stop now until the full fruits of vic 
tory are consummated. I do not be 
lieve that any lasting peace is 
sible in this world until the demo 
cratic freedom of governing that we 
have in Great Britain, in Canada, in 
the United States and France ig gen 
eral among th, great nations of the 
world. 

“And wha; has Great Britain done? 
asked Sir Thomas. She hag poured 
out hey blood and treasure without 
stint. She has a national debi of 
twenty-six billions today. She ad 
vanced seven billions to her Allies 
and spent hey money like water to 
support her Allies. Ottawa,” said 
Sir Thomas, “had handled some $1, 
300,000,000 in gold for Great Britain.” 

N© Doubt of Issue 

“The day: may b, long,” concluded 
Sir Thomas, “but there will be only 
one ending, and that is victory 
We are beginning to see the goal of 
our efforts and sacrifice. One thing 
we know for certain, and thay is, that 
the issue ig no longer in doubt. With 
this grea; fact in mind,” concluded Sir 
Thomas, “let ug put forth our great 
| est efforts to make th, Victory Loan 
of 1918 a victory loan indeed.” 

After Sir Thomas had completed 
his speech, shor; addresses were de 
livered by Robert J. C. Stead, chair 
man of the Southern Alberta Publi 
city Committee, and G. R. Marnoch 
vice-chairman of the Southern Al 
berta executive. The meeting then 
resolved itself into committees for 
| the mor, detailed discussion of ways
